“New Cereal Map of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
‘and Alberta = 


The preliminary edition of the 
new cereal map of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, covering the 
crop areas for 1909, is just issued 
by the‘ Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa, and a ‘similar map _ is 
stated to be in progress showing the 
crop areas for 1910. 

Tho efforts of the department. have 
been for many years directed to 
placing settlers on Dominion lands 
in the west. The land _ available 
from existing lines of transportation 
is now, however, rapidly approach- 
ing exhaustion, and a question of 
great present interest, and the in- 
terest in which will increase from 
year to year is ‘‘ what is being 
done with the land?’’ The cereal 
map is an effort to answer this 
question. 

What the map shows.—The aim is 
to show graphically and separately 
as to each the areas under the four 
leading grains in correct proportion 
to the whole area and to _ each 
other. Circles in each ‘township, 
drawn to scale, give at a glance, 
the area under each grain and the 
colors show the variety of graim 
as follows : 

Red—Spring wheat. 

Dark red—Winter wheat. 

Green—Oats. 

Yellow—Barley. 

. Blue—Flax. 

The information has been furnished 

by the Provincial Governments hav- 


‘ing been compiled from the records 


furnished by the crop correspondents 

in each province. 
Elevators—The latest 

in addition to the grain areas, 


information 
‘the 


obtainable has been used to give, 
total elevator capacity + at each 
railway station, cach railway sys- 
tem having its own color. This ele- 


vator information is also given in 
a table which should be found com- 
plete and: valuable. 

Statistics.—The statistics of grain 
production in each province for each 
grain, and from the earliest records 
down to last year, are given in a 
special table; these have been ob- 


tainable from the records of the 
Provincial Governments. 

A tableis also given of the 
grain production of each country 
in the world for last year. The fig- 


ures were obtained from the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture. 

Up to date ‘in other respects.—All 
the usual information, post offices, 
railways, topography, etc. is up to 
date. 

Future editions.—It is intended to 
issue nrw editions each year, and, as 
in the case of the majority of the 
publication of the Department of the 
Interior, no charge is made. The 
edition covering 1910 should’ be 
published some time during the com- 
ing winter. 

Results Hoped for.—The circulation 
of this map freely throughout . the 
business communities of Canada east 
and west, and as well, in Great 
Britain and the United States, 
should be a distinct advantage to the 
country.

Doomsday forever attracts’ “the 
‘thinking mind. Will it-come. in’ an 
upheaval of earthquake, or in the 
whirlwind of fire from spontaneous 
combustion ? 

Will the frozen deeps break forth, 
and the waters prevail, and all, in 
whose nostrils. isthe breath of 
life, die even as before? Or will the 
world end in the. grip of’ ice ‘and 
snow ? 


The recent arctic and Antarctic ex- |: 


plorations shed light on the, last 
postulate: It is a favorable theory 
with many leading scientists who 
aver the world will come to an 
end through extreme cold caused by 
the encroaching of the Polar ice. 
Every year more ico accumulates 
round the poles in many millions of 
tons ; and these. prophets vin the 
name of science opine that in time 
the frost will everywhere _ prevail, 
the whole world be frozen, and all 
life destroyed. 

Thaw the climate of Europe is on 
the whole growing colder ‘is an 
saccepted phenomenon, especially not- 
iceab'e at the present time as_ re- 
gards fruits. Not only in Norway, 
Lapland, .and Northern Russia in 
general, but in Scotland and Lab- 
rador, this change is in evidence. 
In Scotland out-door peaches can- 
not be grown with success ; out-door 
grapes do not ripen, and the jargon- 
elle pear. and many other fruits will 
not fructify north of Perthshire. 
While as regards Greenland — the 
advance of Polar ice has rendered 
it unhabitable save to the Esquim- 
aux. 

The antarctic in past ages under- 
went such a change. Shackleton has 
proved that its vast solitudes of 
interminable ice and snow have been 


the regions of tropical climate with 
all its luxuriance of life and vege- 
tation; even as once were the 


Aretic waters. 

An earthquake Doomsday is a 
prevalent belief amongst the French 
savants, 

Many of them avow that the 
world shall end in a‘ universa’ 
cataclysm of earthquakes caused by 
the thin crust of the earth giving 
way under the weight above it. 

But M. Camille Flammarion, 
of the 
tists and ‘‘exact’ workers in astron- 
omy,” has arrived at the conclusion 
that the destruction of the  carth 
shall come through its impact with 
a celestial body. He has calculated 
that this terrestrial globe of ours, 
some seven hundred years hence, 
must enter the track of the Beila 
Comet, which crossed ours only a 
few ycars ago at a comparatively 
near distance—as astronomical dis- 
tances are reckoned. On this future 
occasion, though, owing to inevitable 
deviations, the. two bodies will col- 
lide, to Mother Earth’s destruction. 

Some leading men of science, on 
the other hand, advance the belief 
that we shall be consumed by fire. 

Amongst them is Telsa, the fam- 
ous United States electrician and in- 
ventor, who has stated - that when 
the . atmosphere. becomes _ super- 
charged with the electric fluid there 
will be a world-wide explosion—a 
species of spontancous combustion in 
the ether, such as_ brings about the 
local thunderstorm. Then life will 
be wiped out by fire, and the earth 
shattered into the abyss of space. 

Well-known astronomers say the 
globe will deviate from its orbit 
and come in contact with one of the 
other planets with which itis then 
in a direct line, and through the 
shock be dissipated into space. 

The belief that the world will col- 
lide with a heavenly body and die 
by fire is not so chimerical as many 
people assert. 

Ours is a very little world revolv- 
ing round a very little sun, whiecu 


one 


in its own turn travels a_ long 
ellipse. At one end of this ellipse 
blazes a sun, known to us ,as_ the 


star Acturus, while at the other end 
lic absolute voids of absolute zero. 

Will it be Acturus that one day 
consumes’ this‘ earth ? More than 
2,000 years ago Acturus, as authen- 
tie records of astronomy prove, was 
seen from the earth only as a lum- 
inous speck. But now it blazes ever 
nearer in the evening sky, this side 
of the Milky Way. 

‘The arch which our sun, with our 
earth, is travelling at the rate of 
500,000,000 miles a year, is shaped 
by the influence of Acturus, and 
shows unalterable progression — to- 
wards that planet. Round this grow- 
ing point of light and heat we 
shall be carried within 25,000 years, 
and already are more than half way 
to the turning point. 

At the ‘turning point the earth will 
be so near Acturus that all life will 
be destroyed--for Acturas is an in- 
candescent sun 1,000,000 times hot- 
ter than our own. 

Fire shall burn up 
But the projection of the ellipse 
will carry the molten world round 
Acturus, and away towards the star 
Polaris, to the extreme curve of the 
vasinesses: of zero, which must be 
passed before the earth's return is 
again begun. At the extreme end of 
the ellipse our sun and satellites will 
again fail. This time in the abyss 
of absolute zero, and icy death 
overtake the reawakened world. Yet 
again will Life spring anew as_ the 
southward round is made, and 
warmth sets in once more.

It is calculated by scientists that 
150,000 years are required for thé 
circuit round Aecturus.

cap began to accumulate, aeons be- 
fore the appearance of man, 

The development .-then, of — the 

immeasurable glaciers of the. South 
Pole has reached ‘that. point ‘which 
may precede the sudden disintegra- 
tion of the ice-cap. 
At any hour the accumulated wat- 
ers in the southern hemisphere, that 
four-fifths . of _ the 
entire globe, may be hurled north- 
ward in billions of cubie miles of 
dissolving ice. They will 1ash across 
the Equator in a wall a mile high 
This oceanic cataclysm will pour over 
Australasia. It will drown the 
plains of the Americas, of Europe, 
and Asia, and Africa, flooding them 
hundreds of fathoms deep. Where 
Shackleton has found but ice and 
snow there may be created a new 
hemisphere. When the influence of 
Acturus is considered, the = glacial 
periods, the.changes in fauna and 
flora, and land and sea, assume more 
definite explanation. But — science, 
that cannot lie, indicates, as yet 
but blindly, there is a THAT, the 
laws of whose will control Acturus, 
control alt, aad recreate Life through 
Death.

“The Lord, whom ye seek, shall 
suddenly come to his temple, even 
the Messenger of the covenant, whom 
ye delight in. Behold he shall come, 
sajth Jehovah of Hosts;. but who may 
abide the day of his coming?’’—Ma- 
lachi iii, 1-5. 

_8ix thousand years ago in Eden 
our Maker, in justly sentencing his 
disobedient children to death,. inti- 
mated that ultimately the Seed of the’ 
woman would bruise the: serpent’s 
head. This hidden promise was. the 
first intimation of the Divine mercy 
which cur gracious Creator purposed 
in himself from before the foundation 
of the world. “Ever noble, kind and 
gracious our Creator restrained hia 
mercy for the good of his creatures— 
that they might learn to appreciate 
the exceeding sinfulness of sin. For 
the good of the angels also, and that 
they might fully know of his justice, 
as well as of his wisdom and power, 
God insisted upon dealing with his 
creatures from the standpoint of ex- 
act justice. They had sinned and 
thereby had forfeited al! claim upon 
the eternal hfe which he had given 
them conditionally. 

Eternal torment, as we have al- 
ready teen, did not in any sense or 
degree enter into the Divine inten- 
tion. His sentence upon m:n, pla.ily 
sta ed, was, “Dyirg thou shalt de,” 
not, Living thou shalt live in tor- 
ment. “The soul that sinneth it shall 
die” (Genesis ii, 17; Ezekiel xviii, 4). 
God intended to exemplify in his 
dealinga with our race a principle of 
Divine government to be made oper- 
ative everywhere—ultimafely amongst 
all his creatures on the spirit plane, 
as well as upon the earthly. 

Long centuries after, in the seventh 
gencration of Adam’s children, God 
spoke prophetically through one of 
these, Enoch, saying, The Lord 
cometh with ten thousands of his 
holy ones to execuce justice in the 
earth—to establish righteousness 
amonyst men. Time passed on, but 
sin prevailed and the coming of the 
Great Deliverer was still future. 

Next God spoke to Abraham, aiter 
first he had tested his faith and 
loyalty. To him he mentioned the 
same great Deliverer who would 
bruise the serpent’s head and who 
would come in great glory with ten 
thousands of his holy ones. To Abra- 
ham he gave assurance that this One, 
in some way, would be_ identified 
with his posterity, so that he might 
properly be called the Seed of Abra- 
ham. - He said, “In thy Seed shall all 
the families of the earth be blessed.” 

The Divine Program was not chang- 
ed, but more explicit statements were 
given respecting it. Thereafter all 
taught of God would know to look for 
the Messianic blessing through Abra- 
ham's Seed. Besides, the Covenant 
was afterwards confirmed with an 
‘Oath to Abraham; later, to Isaac; 
later, to Jacob. That Covenant 
promise became the basis of God's" 
adoption of the entire nation of Israel 
—all of Jacob’s children. They were 
heirs of the Abruh'amic Covenant— 
the Oath-Bound Covenant. If so 
great an honor from the Almighty 
God has made some of the Jewish 
people at times to appear arrogant 
and proud, let us not forget that to 
err is human—to forgive, Divine. 
Perhaps if we were in their stead our 
imperfections would similarly display 
themselves. 

Israel’s experience of tribulation 
and bondage in Lgypt were probably 
necessary to prepare them for God's 
great proposition—that they should 
keep the Law and as a reward have 
life everlasting. As it is written, ‘‘He 
that doeth these things chall live by 
them” (Leviticus xviii, 5). Israel 
greatly rejoiced in this manifestation 
of Divine preference for them more 
than for all others of humanity. The 
Law Covenant was mediated. The 
sacrifice of bulls and goats made a 
typical atonement for them for a 
year, so that they might enter into 
this Covenant relationship with God. 
But when they attempted to keep the 
Law they were disappointed. They 
failed. The Law of God being the 
full rneasure of a perfect man’s abil- 
ity, and the Jews, like other men, 
beinz imperfect, found that they had 
undertuken an impossibility. 

Not a Jew kept the Law perfectly. 
Not a“Jew, therefore, gained eternal 
life during the first year. But God, 
foreknowing this, had made prepara- 
tion for a repetition of the Atone. 
ment Day every year, so that the 
people might continue striving to at- 
tain eternal life. Year after year, 
century after century, they failed, 
and discouragement took the place of 
hope. God was teaching them a great 
lesson respecting the need of better 
sacrifices than those of bulls and of 
goats, and also teaching them that 
there is no other means of justifica- 
tion in his sight. They got blessings 
under this Covenant—educational 
blessings, but not the blessing hoped 
for, not life eternal, Hence they were 
not in a position to become, as they 
had hoped, a national Messiah, a na. 
tional Seed of Abraham, for the bless. 
ing of all the nations. : 

God gave them kings for a time, 
but they “were unable to accomplish 
the great thinge hoped for. But the 
promise of a personal Messiah was 
made, and that he should he of the 
lineage of David, a great King, far 
superior to the great, wise and rich 
Solomon,—Messiah would be David's 
Son and yet David's Lord (Psalm cx, 
1; Matthew xii, 42-44). Here, aa 
God intended, Israel began to get the 
thought of a personal Messiah, a 
King of Glory, who would use their 
nation as his instrumentality for the 
conquering of the world, when every 
knee should bow and every tongue 
confess to the glory of God. 

The next lesson for Israel to learn 
was that a change of Dispensation 
must come, that, as Moses had medi. 
ated the Law Covenant. so an anti. 
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> would induct them into the blessings 


.Covenant, under which Israel could

typica: moses, a greater tnan moses, 
and privileges of a still better ‘Cove- 
nant, a Covenant more favorable to 
them and under which they could 
gain eternal life. This New Covenant 
was particularly set before them 
through Jeremiah’s prophecy. (xxxi, 
31-34). And this, combined with the 
statement of Moses respecting a 
greater Mediator, helped their faith 
to take~a fresh hold upon the Oath- 
Bound Abrahamic Promise—“In_ thy 
Seed shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed.” 

If a great enough Mediator should 
come as the promised Messenger of 
God, and should establish a better 


have eternal life, and if he, as the 
offspring of David, should become 
their King, then ‘indeed Abraham‘: 


great Mediator-King, would be. fully 
qualified to bless all the families of 
the earth. -The thought of this glory 
to their nation became a fresh in- 
spiration, and around it gathered the 
fifty odd thousand of Jews, out of all 
the tribes of Israel, who returned 
from Babylonian captivity under the 
edict of Cyrus, offering them this 
privilege. 

Through the Prophet Ezekiel the 
Lord again made mention of the fact 
that their Law Covenant, made at 
Sinai, must, before their great bless- 
ing of restitution, give place to a New 
Covenant, a better Covenant. Speak 
ing of the time when he would re. 
gather them out of all _lands and 
would fulfill to them the promist 
made to Abraham, Isaac and Jacob 
and make them a great nation, and 
use them for the blessing of other 
nations, the Lord declares, ‘Not. for 
your sakes do I this, O house of 
Israel, but for my name’s sake.’” He 
then proceeds to tell them that at the 
time he would receive them back 
again into his love and favor he 
would also humble their pride by re- 
storing the Samaritans and the Sod- 
omites—peoples whom Israel detested 
as inferiors and sinners. ° 

God declares that neither of these 
peoples ‘had ever committed ‘as seri- 
ous sins against Divine goodness as, 
had Israel, and that when he would 
again bless Israel-he would bless also 
these other peoples in their midst. 
Let me quote his words: ‘‘When thy 
sisters, Sodom and her daughters. 
shall return to their former estate. 
and Samaria and her daughters shall 
return to their former. estate, then 
thou and thy daughters shall return 
to your former estate. ** ® Never- 
theless I will remember my Covenant 
with thee in the days of thy youth 
and I will establish unto thee ar 
ev riast'ng Covenant, © * * and I 
will give them (Sodomites and Sam 
arituns) unto thee for datghters, but 
not by thy Covenant (not under the 
old Law Covenant; but under the 
New (Luw) Covenant of the future) 
and I will estublish 


my Covenant 
with thee; ® * * (in order that) tho 
mayest remember and be confuund- 
ed, and never open thy mouth any 
| 
\ 
| 
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more, because of thy shame, when I 
am pacified toward thee for all that 
thou hast done, saith the Lord God” 
(Ezekiel xvi, 55-63). ’ 

This New and better Covenant is tc 
be mediated through a personal Mes- 
siah—a still more glorious Mediator 
than Moses, a still more glorious 
King. than David—this One whom 
Israel began to look for and to long 
for. Can we wonder that they failed 
to identify him in the lowly Nazarene 
who died at Calvary? We cannot! 
Nothing but a special assistance of 
the holy Spirit would enable any one 
to trace the connection between the 
glorious pictures of the prophecies 
and the humble appearanse of him 
who came to fulfill those prophecies 
We do see, however, that the great 
Messiah of Glory, Jesus, in his Sec- 
ond Advent as King of kings and 
Lord of lords, fills absolutely every 
demand of Jewish expectation and 
of prophetic outline. Some can see, 
but others cannot as yet, that he who 
was pierced is the same One who, as 
the Son of God, in great glory is 
shortly to bless Israel—and all the 
families of the earth through Israel. 

Our text is from another prophecy 
speaking of this same great Messiah, 
the Mediator of the New Covenant. 
King of kings and Lord of lords, who, 
as the representative of the great 
Jehovah, his Father, is to reign until 
all enemies shall be put down; until 
Satan shall be bound and, ultimate 
ly, shall be crushed—until Adam and 
his race, released from Divine sen- 
tence, under the New Covenant pro- 
visions, shall be uplifted out of sin 
and degradation and death to per- 
fection and everlasting life—the un 
willing and disobedient being de- 
stroyed in the Second Death. 

The Prophet Malachi points out 
that the Messiah of the New Cove- 
nant, whom he announces, 
glorious Mediator und _ antitypical 
King for’'whom they had waited lone 
and of ‘whom they delighted to think 
He would come to the temple—thu:

Lord through the Prophet, “I will 
come near to you to judgment; and I 
will be a swift witness against the 
sorcerers, and agrinst adulterers, and 
against false swearers, and against 
those who oppres ‘the hireling in his 
wages, the widow ‘and the fatherless, 
and that turn:aside the stranger from 
his right” (verse 5). ; 
- Ah, do we’ not see here plainly 
stated that the Messianic Kingdom 
means not only glory and honor to 
those whom he will accept as ser- 
vants, but that it means also require- 
ments of faithfulness to the principles 
of Truth, of purity, of harmony with 
God? And this lesson for the Jew, 
under his New Covenant arrange- 
ment, will ultimately -apply to all 
nations. Under that new  arrange- 
ment, under_Israel’s New Covenant, 
all the families of the earth will be 
privileged to become “‘Israelities in- 
deed” through faithfulness to the 
great Prophet, Priest, King and 
Mediator of Israel and of all the 
families of the earth.

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To Rerall Rails in Canada 
Under Prohibitive Duty. 


Tariff of 7 a ton Put in For¢e 
Against Rerolled Rails Enter- 
ing from United States. 


Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 1.—For many 
years it has been customary for rail- 
way companies to have rails rerolled 
in the United States, and such rai's 
have beenadmitted into Canada upon 
the payment of a duty equal to 25 
per cent. of the value of thw work 
done upon them. By the Customs 
Act of 1907 it was provided that 
this concession might be terminated 
by Order-in-Council. The Canada 
Gazette just issued contains an 
Order-in-Council stating that a ‘‘mill 
has been established in Canada adapt- 
ed and equipped for rerolling in sub- 
stantial quantities rails ‘sed’ in 
railway tracks weighing less than 
fifty-six pounds per lineal yard when 
rerolled, it is hereby ordered that 
the Customs duty specified in item 
388A of the Customs Tariff, 1907, 
shall be abolished~ upon publication 
of this Order-in-Council in the 
Canada Gazette, and thereupon all 
such rails when imported shal] be 
subject to such duty as. otherwise 
provided in the Customs Tariff.”’ 

This means that’ hereafter rails re- 
rolled in the United States can only 
enter Canada upon paying the pro- 
hibitive duty of $7 per ton. It has 
been frequently charged that some 
new rails escaped the Customs duty 
by being brought into. the country 
as rerolled rails.

Postmaster-General Carried 
Protest to Pope 


Montreal, Jan. 1.—Advices received 
here to-day state that Postmaster- 
General Lemieux, who was in Rome 
recently, had a very important. con- 
ference with the Pope, and it is ex- 
pected that important results will 
follow from his mission to Rome. 
The main object of the Postmaster 
General's visit to Rome was to pro- 
test to his Holiness against clerical 
interference in Quebec politics. It is 
claimed by the Liberals that a great 
part of the Quebec clergy are openly 
helping the Nationalist campaign 
and favor Mr. Bourassa. ~ Of course, 
the Liberals had nothing to say 
against clerical influence when it 
was used to help them and defeat 
Conservatives in previous general 
elections. But that the clergy 
should throw their influence against 
Liberals is another matter, and they 
now want influence brought on the 
clergy to cease interfering in poli- 
tics. For that reason Postmaster- 
General Lemieux, who was represent- 
ing Canada at the Solith African 


celebrat'ion,.was cabled to stop over 
at Rome and see what cou'd be 
done. , How far he has succeeded in 


his mission, it is, of course, impos- 
sible to say, but the Vatican auth- 
orities will have a very difficult 
matter on their hands, as some of 
the Quebec clergy are not likely to 
be so submissive as on former occas- 
ions. Mr. Bourassa, before his re- 
turn home, is also expected to have 
an interview with the Pope, so that 
his Holiness will have the two sides, 
presented to him.

By the 
time the proceedings had commenced 
the court room, the corridors, the 
stairway, and even the space about 
the entrance was so congested with 
morbid would-be auditors of the re- 
volting recital of what is alleged to 
be one of the most heinous crimes 
in the annals of the west. 

The vital part of Roberison’s 
statement was: 

“Fisk and I left Fisk's house 
about six o’clock on the morning of 
the Saturday after the king's funer- 
al. I knocked at the door,  afver 
looking into the window. Tucker 
asked ‘Who is there?’ and I answered 
telhing fim that it was me and Fisk. 

THE SHOOTING. 

“He said ‘come in,’ 
door. 

“* We went in and Fiske shot the 
old man as he was sitting up in bed. 
1 saw blood coming down his head. 
Then Fisk handed me the shooter 
and I shot. IT guess I shot him, for 
I couldn’t miss him. Then-we went 
outside the house to see if anyone 
was looking. I went to the stable 
and hitched up Peach’s horse and 
when 1 returned the_body was rolled | 
‘up, so we lifted it into\the wagon 
and drove down to the river and 
threw it in. ‘After pucting the body 
in the river, and when we were 
driving out I saw Fisk take some- 
thing from his pocket and throw 
it into the stream. I think it was 
a revolver. 

“Then I had another rig, and, so 
I drove to the school and got a 
boy to drive the rig into Dewinten. 
I had a wagon too, and needed some- 
one to help me. 

“‘When I came back again Fisk was 
in his field rolling his fall wheat.”’ 

Robertson declared that Fisk ~ had 
entered the house first and witness 
had remained outside. Peach stood 
up for a moment talking about the 
morning, and asked what they want- 


the 


and opened the 


ed. No answer was given. He sat 

down on the bed to pull on_ his 

trousers. Then Fisk shot. 
AFTERNOON SESSION, 

At the afternoon session, the chief 
evidence was that of Miss Lydia 
Packham, who said that when the 
body was found, Fisk was at her 


father’s house and had jokingly  re- 
marked that perhaps the body was 
that of Tucker Peach, adding in a 
joking way that perhaps the. fellow 
who had bought Peach out had done 
away with him. Several witnesses 
also swore that Fisk had said that. 
he had heard that Peach had sold 
out and.gone north to Stettler. 

On June 24th Robertson went to 
the postmaster and paid the taxes 
on the Peach property. 

The preliminary hearing will prob- 
ably be finished tomorrow. So far 
15 witnesses have been examined.

Midnight Train Service 


Discontinued Until Spring 


Tle announcement is made from 
the C.P.R. offices that the tri-week- 
ly midnight train service between 


Strathcona and Calgary was disr 
continued on January 3rd, unti! 
some time early next spring. 

It will be remembered that the 


service was inaugurated on June the 
first of last year on a thirty days’ 
trial and so popular was the flyer 
with the travelling public that its 
success was assured from the start. 
The runs have since that time been 
made regularly and have now been 
discontinued much later in the winter 
than was anticipated. Through the 
fact that the new time-tables of the 
company scheduled the tri-weekly 


night service as daily, it is taken 
that when the service is renewed 
next spring there will be another 
train put on the run so that a 
round trip may be had every 


twenty-four hours. 

It was first thought that the mid- 
night service would cause such a 
shrinkage in the business of one of 
the regular morning and afternoon 
trains that one would of necessity 
have to be taken off, but this proved 


decidedly otherwise. All — trains 
throughout the summer and fall 
were heavily patronized and appre- 
ciated by the great crowd of 
passengers. -

Dairy Convention 
AC Innisfail 


Addressed by Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Dairy Commissioner 
Marker, of Calgary 


Innisfail, Jan. 5.—With about fifty 
delegates in attendance from Wetas- 
kiwin, Red Deer, Blackfalds, Content, 
Viking, Eastville, Markerville, Innis- 
fail, Renby, Calgary, Cenzral and 
other points, Dairy Commissioner 
Marker, of Calgary, opened the first 
session of the Alberta Creamery 
Convention here yesterday afternoon. 

Mayor G. W. West spoke _ briefly 
welcoming the convention to Innisfail 
and extending to the delegates the 
freedom of the town. 

Mr. Carswell acted as chairman, 
and introduced Hon. Duncan Mar- 
shall, minister of agriculture. In a 
vigorous address, the speaker men- 
tioned that the drought of the 
summer had somewhat _ interfered 
with the success of dairying in the 
province. This year, however, the 
government intended to make tho 
dairies pay their own way. He point- 
ed out that the object of the 
dairies act was to give all dairy- 
workers, from the farmers up, a 
square deal. 

Dairy Commissioner Marker spoke 
on the dairy interests in the prov- 
ince for the past year, and urged 
the delegates to use every effort to 
put the dairy-business in the prov- 


ince on a proper basis. He said 
that, some objects of interest to 
dairying were climate, inside and 


outside markets, expressage and new 
legislation. Mr. Marker's remarks 
were logically convincing. The maj- 
grity of the delegates who spoke on 
the grading system, were of the 
opinion thav it worked well. 

A resolution committee was formed 
and consists of the following mem- 
bers: Messrs. Markerbury, Barker, 
Cameron, Carswell, Grope, J. Smith 
and Pallesen. 


Growers Rot Disloyal, 


Were Not Disgruntled 
Foreigners. 


Toronto, Dec. 30.—J. W. Seallion, 
of Virden, Manitoba, one of the or- 
iginators and organizers of the Mani- 
toba Grain Growers’ Association, 
speaking to the Globe this morning, 
said he wished to emphatically con- 
tradiet the impression conveyed by 
T. A. Russell, M.A., in his address 
to the Canadian Club yesterday, 
which Mr. Scallion thought was to 
the effect that the delegation to the 
Dominion Government was composed 
of other than loyal British Canad- 
ian subjects. Mr. Scallion says that 
in the executive of the three provin- 
cial associations, the only one who 
may not have completed -the neces- 


sary forms of naturalization is Mr. 
Warner, from Alberta, who has 
come from the United States, but 
who is enthusiastic over his new 
home. 

Mr. Seallion added that the vast 
majority of the delegation are men 
like himself, who left the provinces 
of Ontario, Quebec, P. E. I., New 


Brunswick and Nova Scotia, to set- 
tle in the West. Most of the others 
are from Britain. There are no 
other Europeans or foreigners in the 
executive. They went to, the west 
and all of them had long, ‘ean 
years, buv they remained, and after 
hard straggles, succeeded. They 
were now, as always, asking for a 
square deal and meant to get it. 

He believes that the grain grow- 
ers are simply asking for what is 
fair and reasonable that in the 
end the people of Canada will by 
a very large majority so declare.
